As it is a premium dessert brand, the client has 
expressed the need for a distinctive design that 
sets itself apart from existing options in the mar- 
ket. In response to this, I proposed a design that 


blends vintage elements with modern aesthetics. 


This is the initial sketch: the characters were 
drawn to the delicious desserts so badly that 
they left the paintings. I love the playfulness and 
humor in it, but the challenging part is how to 
tell this story while presenting the paintings in a 


good way using the limited space of a package.

On the top are some of my early experiments 
with chocolate package layouts. In Fig 1 I divided 
the layout like a comic book, the story seems un- 
derstandable in this way but the paintings beauty 
is lost. In Fig 2 and 3, I divided the layout into

It 
is more quiet and organized, but the presence of 
the painting must be removed to achieve this. It

Its a typeface redesigned based on Baskerville, it 
has Baskerville’s classic tone but is more stylized 
and exquisite, it’s appropriate but distinguished.

The brochure for SFMOMA is like a map with all 
the ongoing galleries’ info on it. People pick it up 
at the entrance and their entire journey would 
depend on it. It’s not just a brochure, it’s the key 


to a good viewing experience for the visitors. 


Problem: Language & Contradictory orientations 


Since the museums audience comes from many 
countries, the museum has to print different ver- 
sions of the brochure for each language, which I 


think could be designed in a more efficient way. 


The exhibition information on the front of the 
brochure and the map on the back is designed for 
horizontal and vertical reading, respectively. To 
gather information from both, readers will need 
to flip the booklet back and forth repeatedly.
